Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to BPAI decision dated May 7, 2008, where the previous 
rejection was reversed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 17 (Amended): A computer readable medium storage device storing. . . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3,7-10,12-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants invention 
of enabling selection of an optimal path, is found to be patentable. Prior art references found to 
be pertinent to Applicants disclosure (such as Patent Numbers: 6,963,927 6,577,604, 

5,600,638, 5,1 19,367 (see attached 892 form)), either only teach minor aspects of the 
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invention or only teach the general environment of the invention. The collective prior art, either 
singly or in combination, do not teach the claim limitations. 

The primary reasons for allowance is the particular novel feature of the invention of 
determining a first circuit path between source and destination nodes, the path comprises a 
plurality of nodes interconnected by links and each of the links have a plurality of facilities. Each 
of the facilities have associated with them a respective bandwidth utilization level, and any 
facility having its utilization level exceeding a first threshold is not used in defininig the first 
circuit path.
